25.6 T HE third Demand of his Royal High- 
‘ nefs, is, that the Equivalent of Vigevi- 

nafco be forthwith, regulated, conformably to the 2d 
‘ Article of the fecre: Articles, and that he be put 


* into Poffeffion of that Equivalent. As‘it was his 


‘ Imperial Majefty who yielded to his Royal High- 
‘ nefs that Equivalent, and transferr’d to him the 
‘ Propriety ot the Demefnes and of the Jurifdiction 
‘ thereto belonging, not fo much inthe Quality of 
‘ Emperor as in that of Head of the moft Auguft 
‘ Houfe of Auftria, at a time when he had acquir'd 
‘that Right by the Death of King Charles II of 
‘Spain Duke of Milan, fo likewife “tis from his 
‘Imperial Majefty alone that his Royal Highnefs 
* will receive that Equivalent, and execute in this 
‘ Point as well as in all the reft the Treaty between 
‘ him and his Imperial Majefty with whom he had 
‘ the Honour to make it; For the Executing of a 
‘ Contract ought to be perform’d with the Perfon 
‘ that contraGted. Befides, needlefs to have the 
‘ Confent of Kis Catholick Majefty King Charles III, 
‘after the Ratification he has given of the Treaty 
‘which has produc’d fuch effential Advantages in 
‘ his Favour, and which has fo much contributed to 
‘ the acquifition of hisDominions principally in Icaly. 
‘ Moreover, ’tis to be confider’d, that the Equivalent 
‘ of Vigevinafco, as well as the other Provinces and 
‘ Territories made over to his Royal Highnefs, were 
* Difmember’d from the Srate of Milan by the 
‘ Treaty, from which Time they have nq longer 
‘ been accounted Members of the faid State of Mi- 
“lan ; and confequently there is. no need of the 
“ Confent of his Catholick Majefty to regulate the 
‘ Equivalent. We may even venture to fay, that 
* the fame Motives which induc’d rhe deceas’d Em- 
“ perorto declare in the 13th Article of the Treaty, 
‘that ic was cf great Importance that the Houfe 
‘ and Dominions of Savoy fhould be always united 
“ in Intereft with the Emperour and Empire, ought 
‘to be very cogent with the Empeour to give folely 
‘ hisown Order for regulating the Equivalent and 
* putting his Royal Highnefs into Poffeffion of ir, 
‘ it being bis Intereft that his Royal Highnefs thould 
‘ hold all of him: and tis of his Imperial Majefty 
‘ thar he will hold all that is made over to him, and 
‘ is refolv’d not to relinquith hitn. 

26. ‘ His Roy2l Highnefs demands in rhe fourth 
* Place,the Inveftitures of the Montferrat, and of the 
‘ Provinces Territories and Rights transfere’d from 
‘ the Stare of Milan, agreeably to the 16th Article 
‘ of the Treaty : And that in the mean time the Mi- 
‘ nutes (or Draught) of them be fettled, tothe End 
‘they may be ina Readinefs to be made out in 
‘ Form aficon as the Ban againft the Duke of Man- 
‘tua fhall be publith'd. His Royal Highnefs per- 
‘ fwades himfelf his Imperial Majefty will give Or- 
‘ der, thar the Preamble of the faid Inveftitures be 
* conformable to that of the Treaty, and thar a 
‘ Recital may therein be made fuccin@tly of the 
‘ Effeéts of the Treaty, for the greater Honour of 
* his Royal Highnefs, and for an eternal Monument 
‘ of his Sacrifices, his Firmnefs, and his inviolable 
‘ Adherence to the Intereft of his Imperial Majefty 
‘ and of his moft Auguft Houle. 


27. His Royal Highnefs flatters Limfelf hkewife, 
* that his Imperial Majetty will not futfer to be an- 
ferted ia the Invefituree, as hasbeen done in the 
* Minute communicated co bis Envoy extraordina- 
“ry, the Claufe and Condition five qua new exp «fs'd 
in the roth Article of the ‘Areaty ; not only be- 
caufe "tis needlefs to infert it in the Inveititnres, 
feeing thofe Inveftitures refer to the freaty, and 
tis an Axiom in Law chat relatum inteligitur cum 
omnibus fuis qualitatibus effe in cjcicnte, bat chief- 
ly in Confidevatios. of his Royal Highne(s’s 
nefs that was proof againft al! Adverfiues aad 
Tempratiofs, bis unexampled Conttancy, anc his 
inviolable Adherence to thelnterefts of bis Imperial 
Majefty ; who moft affuredly wili not citer him fo 
effential an Injury,as to Signity in a perperual Tile 
‘Thar he made a Doubt of them after fo many 
Trials fo many Proofs, and to tranfinit to Pofter:- 
ty that Doubr, which would tarnith his own Glors 
as well as that of his Royal Highnefs: For there 
is aimighty Difference between the prefent Time 
and that wherein the Treaty was made; then 
twas only hop’d that the Union and Adherence of 
his Royal Highnefs to the EBimperour’s Interefts 
would produce great Advantages, now thofe Ad- 
vantages have been receiv’d, are enjoy’d, and 
more are continually coming in. 

28. ‘ Befides, "tis intended not to infert the other 
Articles of the Treaty ; and the Reafon alledg’d 
for it,is, that "tis contrary to the Stile of the Chan- 
cery, and that "tis fufficient to refer to the Treaty: 
Now for that very Reafon, for others parallel, 
and alfo for thole intimated above, the forefaid 
19th Ariicle ought not to be inferjed in the Inve- 
fticures. 

29. ‘ Laftly, bis Royal Highnefs demands, that 
his Imperial Majefty will be pleas’d to give Order 
that he may be fatisfied for the very confiderable 
Advances he has made for maintaining the Impe- 
rial Troops, Advances that amount to very near 
Bight Millions of Livres of Piemont, for which 
his Royal Highnefs has been oblig’d to engage 
fome of the principal Rights of his Crown at 
excefflive Intereft. "Tis true his Imperial Mejefty 
return’d Anfwer ro the Memorial of the Ezrl of 
Manchefter, that his Royal Highnefs Mould be 
re-imburs’d, and that he had fent Order to i’tince 
Eugene to find Expedients to pay him: Bur ‘tis 
well known that the Revenues of the State of 
Milan not being fufficient to defray the Charge 
“and Maintenance of the Imperial Army, ‘tis im- 
‘ poffible for Prince Eugene <o find means to pay 
his Royal Highnefs : who hopes his Imperial 
‘ jefty will not let him ftand engag’d for Debts that 
* he contracted folely to maintain bis Troops. 

30. * He flatrers himfelf likewife, thar ail the Dif- 
‘ ficulties which have hitherto been made, wil! nor 
avail to divert the juft and upright Intensions of 
‘ his Imperial Majefty towards him,nor to pur of any 
‘ longer the Execution of the Treary,which he had 
‘ the Goodnefs to affure the Minitters of his Royal 
« Highnefs he would caufe te be perform’. out of 
‘ Hand, and that he would give Direction to his 
‘ Minifters that all thofe Difficulties fhould be Sup- 
prefs'd, that none fhould be rais’d for the future, 
‘and that his Royal Highnefs thould be fatisfied in 


‘ all his Demands.
